MiIscELLANEA. 


His Paper, Ihope, fhall never want 
a Word for the Miferable, and the 
Time to fpeak itis, when it may do them 
Good, or never— I fawin a late Vote of 
the Houfe of Commons, that the Houfe 
would fet a Day apart toconfider the Con- 
dition of the Bankrupts in this Nation—— 
Indeed, the Cafe of the miferable Families, 
that now groan under the Weight of that 
Cafe, is fuch, as well deferves the Confi- 
deration of a Houfe of Commons 3 and on 
the other hand is fo nice, that nothing but 
a Honfe of Commons can apply fuitable Re- 
medies to. 

There are two Extremes, which have 
long contended with one another, and for 
Want of a Medium, for which Thoufands 
of Families are made wretched, and never 
can be either deliver’d for themfelves, or 
reftor’d to the Common-Wealth—_—. And 
pothing, but a Houfe of Commons can fteer 
between thefe Rocks Thefe are, the 
Cruelty of the Creditor, and the Knavery 
of the Debtor- 1 fhall fpeak a little of 
both. 

By the Knavery of the Debtor, the Law is 
evadec, innocent Men abus’d, Trading 
Men ruin’d, honeft Men cheated, and the 
Bowels and Tenderne({s of Creditors to their 
honefter Debtors, harden’d and dry’d up— 
This is, (1.) when Men get Credit in Trade, 
with wicked Defigns ta defraud and de- 
ceive, and by a civil Artifice rob Mens 
Houvfes, get Poffeffion of their Goods, and 
plunder them of their Eftates——— Or, 
(2.) when Men, however cafvally, the 
come to fail, yet by Tricks referve falfe 
Accounts and Concealment of their Effects, 
bring their Creditors to {mall Compofitions, 


and raife themfelves new Fortunes, out of 
the Havock they have made of other Mens 
Familicsmme Thefe indeed are the Men 
that make Creditors cruel, and that pro- 
voke the moft Merciful to be Inexorable ; 
that caufe many an honeft Family to perith 
in Return for their Knavery, who bad realy 
no band in thut Knavery, aud who really in 
fome Mealure merit to be us’d without 
Mercy, like Men to whom no Favour fhou’d 
be thewn. 

To thefe indeed J am for giving no 
Quarter, like Beafts of Prey, to whom we 
give no Law 3 they ought to be run down 
with a full Cry by the whole Nation—And 


‘let no Man {pare them—— They are the 


worft Sort of Thieves—they rob Families, 
lay Snares for their Neighbours, and de- 
vour every one jodifferently that comes in 
their Way——In fhort, they make Havock 
of Juftice, Honefty, and Confcience 5 they 
are a publick Grievance to Property, to 
Commerce, and to Credite— They ruin 
Families, that’s a perfonal Injury; they 
ruin Credit, that’s a publick Injury 3 and 
they deftroyTrade,that’s a generallojury— 
There can be no Plea for fuch,no honefhMan 
can fay a Word for them; Foreign Nations 
fend them to the Gallows, and it is great 
Pity we do not do foalfo . 

If there were none of thefe Bankrupts, 
there would not be half fo many honeft 
Bankrupts—— Let any Man fhow me 2 Man 
in Trade that fails, but hecan write his 
Deftruéticn at firft, or fecond-hand, to fuch 
Villains as thefe. How many miferable 
Families owe their Fall to the Villany of 
fraudulent Bankrupts? And give me leave 
to fay (with Refpe&) as my own sabe 
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only, even the Legiflature it felf {eems 
under fome Obligation to be compaffionate 
to the honeft unfortunate Bankrupt, who 
falls by thefe Difafters—-while they leave 
the other uohang’d ——That Nation that 
encourages Thieves, ought to make fume 
Provifion for thofe that are robb’d ——— 
If Men fhipwreck on Sands, or (plit on 
Rocks, where no Buoy, or Sea-mark, or 
Light-houfe is erected to warn them—it 
would be hard to punifh them fer Neglec. 
Indeed it feems to me, that fome keen 
Laws, for the fevere Punifhment of willful 
premeditated Bankrupcy, would take away 
the Occafion of compaffionate Laws to the 
honeft neceffitous Debtor. 

Willful Frauds impoverith Trade it felf, 
and bring Tradefmen in general into Di- 
ftrefs— Jt weakens the giving reafonable 
Creditte -honeft Men, and thereby difables 
them to trades and thus many may drop 
with meer Decay of Trade; but where the 
Fraud falls, it blows up like a Mine———— 
deftroys like an Earthquake—and over- 
turns the moft flourifhing Families-———— 
How many Families date their Misfor- 
tuses at this Time from fome of our late 
Capital Bankrupts, who had both more 
Credit and more Sudftance, than many emi- 
nent Traders thir are now flourifhing —— 
1 may proceed to give you fome thort Ab- 
ftra@ts of che Fumilies, that have been 
overwhelm’d ty the Ditkins of this Age—— 
And; ¥chink, it may not be a uletefs Cal- 
culation. 

Would the Parliament take this into 
Confideration—and delivering the honeft 
Debtor, who is willing to: ftrip himfelf of 
atl he has, and defires not to eat his Credi- 
tors Bread, make fome Laws fo ftriét, as 
tha¢ no willful frandelenc Bankrupt fhould 
eftapy the fevereft Punifhment, it would be 
an Honowt to the Nation, and be the 
Ersaceft Blefing to Trade, that has hap- 
pen’d in our Age—-Efpecially in a Time, 
when Trade fo auch wontg fome extraor- 
dinary Help to raife it trom the Decay and 
languifhieg Diftempers, this long War 
‘bas bronght it into.
